FUMING OVER HEAT 
MAKES IT HOTTER, 
PSYCHIATRIST SAYS 


CHICAGO, Aug. 22 (AP)—It 
isn't the heat—it’s the hostility— 
that’s making people miserable 
during the midwest's prolonged 
hot weather, a scientist said yes- 
terday. 

By turning heat into a mental 
obsession,” heat-vexed people risk 
interfering with their gastric 
juices and getting indigestion, said 
Dr. William 8. Sadler, Chicago 
psychiatrist. 

Fretting and fuming about the 
heat doesn’t help—it only makes 
you hotter because it steps up the 
body’s metabolism rate, Dr. Sad- 
ler said, 

One way to keep cool is to get 
plenty of sleep—and a big bed’s 
the best place to get it—said Dr. 
Nathaniel Kleitman, sleep expert 
at the University of Chicago. 
Sleeping alone in a big bed, he 
said, the sleeper “can move about 
and find a cooler spot than the 
one on which he has been sleep- 
ing.’

Lin Yutang Devises Typewriter 
That Prints 90,000 Characters 


NEW YORK, Aug. 22 (AP) 
Lin Yutang, probably best-known 
to Americans as an author, said 
yesterday that after 30 years of 
“thinking” he had invented a 
Chinese typewriter that prints 
90,000 characters—all the known 
Chinese words and a lot that 
haven't been created yet. 

J got stuck in this problem for 
years,” he said at a press con- 
ference. And now I've done it. 
I surprised myself.” 

Soon to go into mass produc- 
tion, the Mingkwai (clear-quick’ 


typewriter can do in an hour what 


a Chinese hand-copyist now does 
in a day—about 2000 words. 
Demonstrated by Lin's pretty 
2i-year-old daughter and secre- 
tary, Taiyi, the machine also types 
English, Japanese and Russian. 


It is about the size of a standard 


— electrically, it has 72 keys. Talyi 


American typewriter. Operated 


said it took her two minutes to 
learn to operate it. 

Previous Chinese typewriters, 
Lin explained, could type no more 
than 5400 symbols 

“I have always liked gadgets,” 
he explained. “I had the technical 
assistance of American engineers, 
but the whole conception of bars 
and movements was mine.” 

Lin said the machine would 
“move the clock of progress in 
China forward by 10 to 20 years” 
and quoted a Chinese-language 
newspaper which said if the type- 
writer were converted into lino- 
type “Mr. Lin’s position may be 
ranked with Gutenberg’s.”

The new Argentine proposal was 
that “it would be enough” that 
parties to the treaty be obligated: 

“(1) To take no recourse to 
the use of force in relations with 
other (American) states and (2) 
to solve by pacific means estab- 
lished in the inter-American sys- 
tem of peace (the Pan American 
union) any controversies which 
occur between them.” 

“Such isthe Argentine thought,” 
the statement added, “regarding 
the distinction between continen- 
tal aggression and extracontinen- 
tal aggression.” 

The proposal drew this sharp 
distinction: 

“(1) There would be no delay in 
taking up arms to maintain the 
security of the continent in case 
any American state were attacked 
by an extracontinental power. 

"(2) The inter-American peace 
system will be sufficient to main- 
tain domestic peace. America re- 
spects the principle of non-recog- 
nition of territorial conquest by 
force, and the consultative system 
would make secure for every 
American state the clarification 
of any question with other Amer- 
ican states.”

Ratification of either contract, 
according to the estimate of a 
union official, would take about 
three weens. 


Signing of the agreement ended 
the earlier pessimistic pros- 
pect created when the unian's 
Ford council rejected a company 
pension plan which had Leonard's 
indorsement, 


Despite Leonard’s recommenda- 
tion that the plan be “accepted 
without qualification,” the council, 
acting in an advisory capacity for 
the production workers, voted 524 
to 472 against it.

Criticism by Syrian.

In 
announcing Russia's veto of Italy's 
application for U.N, membership, 
he declared that the Soviet Union 
had “obstructed” Council action, 

United States Deputy Delegate 
Herschel V. Johnson told the 
Council that Russia in vetoing the 
Italian U.N, application had com- 
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mitted an “abuse” of the Big Five 
power. 


In casting negative votes yester- 
day, Russia vetoed the aspirations 
of Austria as well as Italy for 
membership in the United Na- 
tions. The two vetoes ran its to- 
tal to 18. The applications of 
Hungary, Romania and Bulgaria 
also were rejected when they 
failed to receive the necessary 
Council votes, : 


Even as the discussion on Italy 
was proceeding, Argentina asked 
the forthcoming Assembly to re- 
vige the Italian peace treaty. 
Later, six other Latin American 
countries announced their support 
of the Argentine proposal, which 
was submitted for inclusion in the 
Assembly's supplementary agenda. 

Meanwhile, Australia notified 
the United Nations yesterday that 
the equatorial island of Naurau, 
a former League of Nations man- 
date, would be offered to the Gen- 
eral ‘Assembly in September for 
inclusion in the U.N. trusteeship 
system,

U.S, SENDING FOCD TO JAPAN 
AT COST OF $650,000 A DAY 


| TOKYO, Aug. — The 

United States is sending fer! into 

Japan at the rate of 1,411,438 tons 
a year, United States Army statis- 
tics disclosed today. American tax- 
payers are pr pag for it at the rate 
of $550 ay. The imports 
are it charged up against the 
Japanese Board of Trade, which 
theoretically some day is supposed 
to reimburse the United States. 

The American food imports are 
used to maintain the Japanese diet 
above the starvation level. With 
the aid of American wheat, corn, 
flour, barley, rice, beans, canned 

and dried milk, the Japa- 
nese are provided an official ra- 
tion of 1246 calories a day. The 
average Japanese builds this ra- 
tion up to 1350 to 2000 calories. by 
growing food or buying on the 
black market. 

The million and a half tons of 
American food now distributed to 
the Japanese replaces about 3,700,- 
000 tons of food which Japan im- 
ported before the war from Man- 
churia, north China and Korea.

U. S., British and French 
Officials Begin Confer- 
ence Despite Russian 
Protest.

Participants included Ambassa- 
dor Lewis W. Douglas and Gen. 
Lucius D; Clay, military governor 
for Germany, for the United 
States; Sir Gilmour Jenkins for 
Britain, and Herve Alphand, For- 
eign Ministry economist, for 
France, Jenkins had been desig- 
hated chairman. 

Britain opened the conference 
by proposing that discussion of a 
new industrial level for the Brit- 
ish-American zones of Germany be | 
placed first on the agenda. 

Jenkins thanked the ‘United 
States for consenting to hold the 
conference to allow France to put 
on record its objections to Brit- 
ish-American. plans for increasing 
the Ruhr steel production. 

He said it was necessary to 
agree on a new industrial level in 
order to determine which plants 
would be surplus and therefore 
available for reparations. 

The United States and Britain 
have been represented as wanting 
to build up German industry to 
help European economic recovery, 
8 France is openly fearful that 

do this might lead to the dan- 
ger of future German aggression. 

British and United States zonal 
authorities were reported to have 
agreed in Berlin July 16 to lift 
the ceiling on steel production in 
their zones from the current 5,800,- 
| 900 tons a year to 10,000,000 or 12, 
000,000 tons a year. 

This agreement, however, never 
was announced formally, and a

REFUSE TO LAND 


Vessels Leave French 
Port, Apparently for 
Germany, After Ulti. 


matum Expires. 


PARIS, Aug. 22 (AP)—Three 
British ships sailed toward Gibral- 
tar tonight with 4400 Jewish refu- 
gees who refused to land in 
France, the French Press Agency 
said. 

The refugees had rejected a 
British ultimatum to leave the 
ships or be transported to the 
British occupation zone in Ger- 
many. They had tried to enter 
Palestine without immigration 
permite and were sent back to 
France, their original point of 
departure. 

The Jewish Agency appealed to 
Russia and France to prevent the 
transfer, of the refugees -to Ger- 
many. 

The three royal transports were 


escorted by four British warships 


out of Port de Bouc harbor, where 


the transports had lain at anchor 


for more than three weeks. Ap- 
parently the refugees were bound 


for Hamburg and a German dis- | 


placed persons camp. 


The Jews, most of them of Po- 


- lish origin, were passengers on the 


refugee ship Exodus 1947, which 
attempted to run the British 


blockade into Palestine last month. 
The ship was intercepted and the

Walter Lebedoaf, representi 
the Union of Spiritual Commun 
ties of Christ at Brilliant, said the 
situation was out of hand. 


“Our people cannot continue 
much longer living under this 
reign of terror,” he said. 

The violence, the latest in the 
strife-torn history of the Doukho- 
bors, began Tuesday, Lebedoaf 
said, when 75 Sons of Freedom 
burned the Makortoff community 
house near Shore Acres, follow- 
ing a religious service in which 
they stripped themselves of their 
clothing. 

The Doukhobors are Russian 
immigrants who fled to this coun- 
try late in the last century to 
avoid religious persecution. Since 


‘they settled here, they have held 


numerous demonstrations against 
the Government for imposition of 


taxes and are most noted for their 
parades in the nude, as a form of 
mass protest. a ;

As it is well known, millions of 
Soviet citizens are brought up 
with the idea of living in a 
“capitalistic encirclement” in con- 
stant fear of a foreign attack on 
the proletarian homeland, After 
speech at 
Fulton, Mo., John Fischer was 
asked by “dozens of war-weary 
little people in Russia—farmers, 
train ‘porters, bockkeepers, who 
normally took no interest in poli- 
tics,” why these evil men were 
trying to set the world aflame 
again; and why didn’t President 


‘propaganda, which any 


Truman denounce these warmon- 
gers as Stalin had? 

Are the Soviet masses entirely 
under the spell of Communist 
after day, 
in the press and on the air, tries 
to convince them that the Soviet 
society is the most advanced“ 
and “progressive” form of de- 
mocracy and the United States of 
America is decadent and corrupt, 

a land of unemployment, and low 
3 standards, racial in- 
tolerance, monopolistic capital, 
and political and social backward- 
ness? 

Or are there some sections in 
the Soviet population left who 
succeeded in preserving inde: 
pendence of judgment and in re- 
sisting the barrage of anti- 
foreign indoctrination? 

Fortunately, the various ob- 
servers seem to agree that 
there are “almost no indications 
that the Russian people them- 


selves desire war or are un- 
friendly to the United States.” 


In the 308 most Siberians re- 
membered Americans, accord- 
ing to John Scott, as good fel- 
lows “who came once and 
helped against the Japanese but 
would not stay because it was 
cold in Sibe and because 
they had a fine country of their 
own.” Help rendered during the 
war by the United States could. 
not pass unnoticed by the ordi- 

nary Soviet citizen. 

“The enormous good will of the 
people of the Soviet Union toward 
Americans seemed apparent every- 
where I went,” wrote Charles E. 
Kellogg who, in the summer of 
1945 with several American scien- 
tists, was guest of the Academy 
of Science of the U.S.S.R. and 
most of the Russians whom Rich- 
ard E. Lauterbach met in the 
U.S. S. R. in 1946 “admired Deanna 
Durbin, the American air force, 
Camel cigarettes, and United 
States canned goods.“ The Rus- 
Sian people are at present of 
necessity inarticulate.

EW elements—the recognition of historical tradition, Soviet- 
patriotism, the idea of Slav solidarity—have been added to the 
political credo of the Russian Communist prior to and during 


the fight against the Axis, the so-called great fatherland war. 


However, basically and in spite 
of this thin national overlayer, 
the ideology of Communist Russia 
remained the same as in the first 
days after the revolution. 

The revolutionary theories of 
Marxism and Leninism are to- 
day as before, the recognized

The unexpected rebirth of na- 
tionalism in U.. S. R. provoked 


even serious students of Soviet 
affairs to speak with a great deal 
of naivete of the “great retreat” 
and of the decline of Communism 
in Russia. And it has equally 
confused the interpretation of the 
nature and the object of Soviet 
foreign policy. 

Is the present Soviet expansion- 
ism merely a natural and logical 
continuation of the pre-revolution- 
ary ovarist diplomacy, or does the 


“Soviet imperialism” present a 
new and a revolutionary phenom- 
enon? 

Harrison Salisbury, formerly 
head of United Press in Mossow, 
flatly declares that there is “not 
a line in Soviet foreign policy 
which any czarist foreign minister 
would not have underwritten 
twice over as the only basically 
sound polity for Russia. ... What 


is Soviet Foreign policy today? 
It is the same as that of the czars, 
with one important difference— 
security. The conception of secur- 
ity is paramount in all Soviet 
relations with the rest of the 
world. And, significantly, the first 
step Soviet Russia took toward 
achieving security was to get back 
the lands over which imperial 
Russia once claimed sovereignty.”

Alderman Vernon Riehl says Communlsts are 
Involved in the campaign for local rent controls. 
That's no surprise. It would be positively start- 
ling if the Reds weren't mixed up in this issue, 
but their attempt to capitalize on it does not 
change the need for a rent ordinance. 

Actually this popular campaign was dumped 
in the Communists’ laps. It was left there by 
the refusal of Mayor Kaufmann's administration 
to accept any responsibility for controlling local 
rents, after Congress weakened the federal rent 
law. 

At the time Alderman Alfred I. Harris, a 
Democrat, appealed to the Mayor to protect 


tenants. Mr. Harris asked for a special session ~ 


of the Board of Aldermen to consider a rent 
ordinance. The Mayor refused. He did so on 
the basis of City Counselor George Stemmler’s 
one-man opinion that such an ordinance would 
be unconstitutional. : 

This decision was highly questionable. New. 


Tork, Chicago and other cities Have rent ordi- 


nances. Local authorities on constitutional law 
criticized Mr. Stemmiler’s ruling, and urged that 
the decision be left to the courts, where it 
belonged. Nothing was done. Meanwhile too 
many tenants were being gouged by exorbitant 
rent increases. 

Naturally the Communists reacted to the 
bottom of their opportunism. They have a fine 
knack of barging in on what they consider sure- 
fire issues. They did that when OPA expired, 
trying to curry favor with consumers, They 
tried to win Negro sympathy by backing a state 
Fair Employment Practices bill, although in- 
stead their unwelcome support helped to bury 
the bill. 7 

‘So rent control is right down the Reds’ alley. 
Here was a chance for them to prove that they 
had the interests of tenants at heart—and 
tenants vagtly outnumber those “capitalistic 
landlords.” Consequently Alderman Riehl's 
charge that Communists are getting behind 
rent control campaigns in many cities is fully 
credible. 

But Mr. Riehl has no right to try to smear 
the whole local campaign as a Communist 
inspiration. Alderman Harris, a Democrat, was 
first to seize upon the issue, and the number 
of Reds among the thousands who want city 
rent control is infinitesimal. 

St. Louis needs a rent ordinance, and what 
the Reds do is a side issue. They are only 
making the most of a situation which the city 
administration, defended by Mr. Riehl, made 
to order for them.

The Slimiest Demagogue 


We couldn’t say anything good about Bilbo 
alive. We can’t say anything good about Bilbo 
dead. 

He was a crook. As a Mississippi State Sena- 
tor, he accepted a bribe to change his vote on 
an issue, and the State Senate pronounced him 
“unfit to sit with honest, upright men in a 

ble legislative body.” 

He was the slimiest demagogue that ever came 
out of the South, and that’s saying a mouthful. 


Even after the bitter castigation by the Missis- 


sipp! Senate, he was able to get back into pub- 
lic office time after time. This was because’ he 
appealed to the lowest instincts and most violent 
prejudices of the Mississippi red-necks. 

These boobs made him Governor and, at the 
end of his two terms, Mississippi had $11,500,000 
in debts and only $1326.27 in the State Treasury. 
The clear inference was that the ¢rook had 
robbed Mississippi blind. He nearly ruined 
Mississippi's educational system. He fired the 
presidents of three of the State’s higher schools, 
and’ hired instead a real estate salesman, a 
power company press agent and a former public 
stenographer. The discharge of 199 faculty 
members followed to make jobs for ,Bilbo’s 
jackals, whereupon Mississippi’s colleges lost 
their accreditation. 3 

When he was sent to the Senate 13 years ago 
by 5 per cent of the potential voters of Missis-

ulation and for everything vicious in American 
life. He answered letters from protesting citi- 
zens with such salutations as, “Dear Nigger,” 
Dear Dago” and Dear Kike.” When, toward 
the end of his life, he needed medical treat- 
ment, he was admitted into Touro Hospital, 
founded by Judah Touro, a Jew. 

Bilbo referred to himself as “the Mussolini 
of Mississippi.” He described his own talents 
in this wise—“a man of titanic energy and of 
dynamic driving power, a wonder in sustained 


power of endurance and a marvel of intellectual 
brilliance,” His contribution to Christian 
theology is this: God erested the whites, I 
know not who created the blacks. Surely the 


devils created the mongrels. 
The ancient Romans coined the gracious 


phrase, De mortuis nil nisi donum,“ or “Of 


the dead (say) nothing but good.” The Romans 
would have made an exception if they had 
known such a one as Bilbo. 
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That Big Surplus 

Senator Bridges says the country was robbed 
of a tax reduction by purely political vetoes.” 
Senator Bridges talks nonsense. He is referring, 
of course, to the prospect that the nation will 
end the current fiscal year with a surplus of 
nearly five billion dollars. Mr. Truman gave this 
forecast in his mid-year budget review, which 
indicates that, because of high prices, taxes, 
incomes and employment, Government revenues 
by June 30, 1948, will be $2,100,000,000 higher 
than any previous forecast. 

Mr, Truman has done many things from a 
purely political motivation, but his refusal to 
stand for tax reduction was not one of them. 
Both of his vetoes were statesmanlike docu- 
ments, in which he argued most persuasively 
for a prudent fiscal policy. It was the Republi- 
cans who engaged in politics—and cheap poli- 
tics—in trying twice to ram a tax cut over the 
President’s veto. That has always been an easy 
way to bid for political popularity. If the Pres- 
ident Had taken the easy way, he would have 
signed the first tax bill and, therefore, shared 
with the Republicans whatever political divi- 
dends that might have ensued. 

The reasons for the two vetoes need be only 
briefly reviewed. We have a debt that now 
amounts to a quarter of a trillign dollars; the 
interest on that vast sum is more than five bil- 
lions a year. The interest alone is five times as 
much as it cost to run the entire Federal Gov- 
ernment 35 years ago. The time to reduce the 


debt is when business, employment and national 


income are at high levels. That time is now. To 
lessen taxes under present conditions would add 
to inflationary pressures now danger6éusly ap- 
parent, In the Truman Doctrine and the Mar- 
shall plan, we are making huge international 
commitments that must be honored. These are 
some of the factors that argue against tax re- 
ductign. : 

If the surplus of nearly five billion dollars 
materializes, it is merely copybook wisdom to 
use it to reduce the debt, thus helping to safe- 
guard that No. 1 fiscal fundamental, the nation’s 
credit, and to cut down the staggering interest 
charges. But it is entirely possible that our in- 
ternational obligations—which are so intimately 
related to our national safety and prosperity— 
will make additional inroads upon the Treasury. 
The President should have some leeway to meet 
this drain if it comes. 

The indicated surplus is fine news for tie 
country. Let’s make prudent use of it instead of 
employing it in an effort by one party or an- 
other to buy the 1948 presidential election, The 
time to reduce taxes is when such action is 
necessary to stimulate business. Business just 
now, if anything, is over-stimulated.

Timidity Where Daring Lived 

Ninety-six years ago this summer, a small 
band of men with imagination and faith in the 
future met in St. Louis and spaded up ground 
for the first railroad west of the Mississippi. 
Work was hardly under way before hard times 
hit the country. Panic was followed by labor 
strife and management troubles. Then came a 
cholera epidemic. A costly bridge collapsed 
under a train with heavy loss of life and equip- 
ment. Costs greatly exceeded estimates and 
federal, state and local aid was required. 

But one after another these obstacles were 
surmounted. The men of vision and daring did 
not allow anything to stop them. Fourteen 
years after the ceremony in St. Louis, their 
pioneering rails reached Kansas City, 283 miles 
away, and the first leg on the Missouri Pacific 
was a reality. Western migration brought the 
enterprise immediate prosperity. 

The building of the first railroad west of the 
Mississippi is only one of the hundreds of 
stories of courage and perseverance in the 
development of America’s great railway sys- 
tem. There was no timidity about the railroad 
builders. They believed in themselves and the 
country and they gladly took their chances with 
their chins high. They opened up America. 
They played a major part in making the United 
States a great world power in a few decades. 

What a contrast between the brave, hardy 
railroad builders and the frightened men of 
little faith who control the railroads today! 
Today there is scarcely any of the pioneer 


spirit, next te nothing in confidence in either 


the railroads or the country they serve. The 
disparity is shocking to contemplate. 2 

Right now the railroads stand collectively 
before the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
They say formally that they expect to do less 
business next year than they are doing this 
year and that they need, therefore, an increase 
in freight rates. Not only do they make a dole- 
ful prediction of which they should be ashamed, 
but they betray so little imagination as to speed 
the very decrease in business which they fear. 

That spirit—if spirit it can be called—con- 
ceived no railroads. It did not span a continent 
in the face of innumerable difficulties. It will 
be a sorry thing for railroad transportation if 
it is not rooted out of the executive offices, 
where it seems now only too well established.

PRAGUE. 
The mood of Prague is something dif- 
ferent from pessimism, very different from 
resignation and something even more dif- 
ferent from wishful thinking. 


As one elder statesman summed it up: 
“There are times when one must make the 
most careful intellectual distinction be- 
tween disappointment and pessimism. In 
the present situation our disappointment 
could not be greater. Nevertheless, we are 
not pessimistic.” - 


Czech disappointment does not arise 
from any feeling that the country has dis- 
astrously lost the chance of being saved 
from Russia by the West. Czechoslovak 
disappointment is not because of the close- 
ness of the contact with Russia, but solely 
because of the loosening of the contact 
with the West, especially America. 


The Communists had shared in the com- 
mon hope that Czechoslovakia, as a state 
predominately socialist in structure but 
containing both active Communists and 
prosperous capitalist enterprise, could 
serve as a bridge for the free traffic be- 
tween the East and the West. It was un- 
doubtedly for this reason that the Commu- 
nists joined the original unanimous vote 
to enter the Paris Conference. 


“Last Time I Saw Paris” 


Conversely, the unanimous vote of all 
non-Communist representatives to go along 
with the second, or “Last Time I Saw 
Paris“ decision, also is an indication of the 
common ground of Czechoslovak thinking. 


All parties except the Communists resent 
the unfeeling way in which the Russians 
exhibited their power. Adjectives used 
range from “inconsiderate” to “brutal.” 


But Czech realism also refuses to he 
inisled by emotion, The noun, in the short- 
est possible sentence describing Czechoslo- 
vakia, is that Czechoslovakia is the one 
bridge which must be used either in eco- 
nomic traffic or military invasion between 
the East and the West. 


When peaceful traffic turns in economic 


slovaks to attention and putting 


warfare, or even a threat of economic war- 
fare, then the Czechoslovaks ‘are convinced 
that they must have a unified defense of 
both bridgeheads, Since they are a small 
nation, a secure defense means both bridge- 
heads must be guaranteed by the same ally. 


The Czechoslovaks were not convinced of 
this by Russian propaganda, but by the 
Munich sellout and their own realism; and, 
incidentally, Czechoslovak realism at times 
makes the celebrated Russian realism look 
like easy-going optimism. 


One of the principal reasons why the 
Russians were not able to prevent the Mu- 
nich sellout was that they did not then 
control the sub-Carpathian bridgehead. And 
one of the principal reasons why the Ger- 
mans were able to invade Russia as deeply 
as Stalingrad was that the same Munich 
sellout included the Bohemian bridgehead. 


The End of Good Ideas 
Therefore, say the Czechoslovaks, both 


bridgeheads must henceforth be held by a 


Russian-Czechoslovak alliance which can't 
be shaken even by economic warfare in 
time of peace, 


Other questions can be of great impor- 
tance, but they never quite reach this line 
of importance. Whether the Russians have 
good or bad manners in calling the Czecho- 
them 
through their drills is unimportant. 


It is at this turn of the argument that 
Czechoslovaks really bear down on ths 
German question. It is not, of course, the 
only context in which they refer to the 
Germans. The German question in Czecho- 
slovakia is like the Russian question in 
America. 


Whenever you outline something that 
seems in general to be a good idea, .some- 
body in America says, “But that will help 
the Russians,” or somebody in Czechoslo- 
vakia says, “But that will strengthen the 
Germans.”

A smart salesman tries to deliver a little 
more than he promises. A good lawyer 
doesn’t announce his evidence in advance 
of the trial. And sensible people don't 
count their chickens before they’re hatched. 


Violation of those simple rules is one of 
the reasons fhat congressional investigat- 
ing committees have reached a new low in 
public respect. 

Such committees as the Senate War In- 
vestigating Committee and the Un-American 
Activities Committee recently have fallen 
into the practice of lavish predicting. The 
public is told of all sorts of sensational con- 
ditions that are about to be exposed. 


Then, like a poor movie in the hands of 
an over-zealous press agent, comes the let- 
down. The promises have been big, the re- 
sults piddling. 


What a contrast with the performances 


of such past investigators as Tom Walsh 
and Burton Wheeler and Ferdinand Pecora 
—and of many others who have conducted 
congressional investigations which pro- 
duced major findings and did great good. 

This right of investigation by Congress is 
almost as important to our Government as 
is its right of legislaticn, Often that is the 
only way in which the people have power 
to inquire into the actions of their public 
officials. 

It is a basic and fundamental right which 
protects the nation against abuses that 
otherwise could not be exposed and cor- 
rected, It is absolutely essential to the 
maintenance of free and fair government. 

The fault with some recent investigations 
has not been the system itself, but the way 
it has been abused—chiefly by Congressmen 
who insist on displaying big fish before 
they are caught, a

ern research, 

This book reveals the writer’s store of 
factual knowledge, but too often its treat- 
ment is so general as to produce more con- 
fusion than clarity. The author's judg- 
ment as to what to emphasize seems 
tionable at times. . 

* + * 

Oil and Palestine are certainly the key 
questions in the Near East today, with oil 
taking a top place in world politics be- 
cause of the depletion of reserves else- 
where. Yet Speiser devotes only seven 
pages and a map to oil, and only 27 pages 
to the complicated Palestine question. He 
excludes the critical area of Iran from his 
discussion because it is not technically a 
part of the Arab world. 

Our State Department, he urges, should 
develop an over-all Near Eastern policy to 
replace our present piecemeal approach. 
This policy should avoid taking sides with 
Britain against Russia, for each nation in- 
volved in the area has “its own nucleus 
of interests that cannot be violated.” But, 
though he argues that our policy must be 
independent, he finds it impossible to sym- 
pathize with many of Russia's aspirations. 
Thus, American policy in most cases might 
“arrive independently” at the same conclu- 
sions the British reach.

I hope the Gov- 
ernment intends to stand firm by 
its film proposals. It cannot allow 
itself to be browbeaten by an 
industry which probably contains 
more megalomaniaes on both sides 
of the Atlantic than any other. 

Nor will public opinion be satis- 
fied until several matters are 
firmly tackled. Luxury factories 
and iuxury shops ought to be 
closed and their personnel offered 
alternative occupation in vital in- 
dustries. We cannot afford them, 
and they serve no useful purpose 
except to gratify the passion for 
conspicuous waste which has al- 
ways been the hallmark of the 
class to which they cater.

The United States, as Herschel 
Johnson's announcement on 
Greece in the Security Council 
made plain, has now embarked 
on a policy which means support 
of every government in Europe 
which resists working-class pres- 
sure to give democratic institu- 
tions content as well as form. It 
has pretty clearly accepted Mr. 
Churchill's plan for a West Euro- 
pean bloc, and it is counting son 
our support for that bloc. 


No Socialist with eyes to see 
will and imagination, we can find 


with Poland and Czechoslovakia, 
with Hungary and Yugoslavia, 
and with a Russia that we can 
free from the fear that a new 
coalition is being prepared against 
it. 

A government capable of back-

The wedding tempo at the con- 
sulate was feverish during the 
last week as a flood of approved 
applications almost swamped 
United States officials. . 

Marriages have been registered 
at the rate of two every 17 
minutes. 

The consulate has been open far 
into the evening for the last three 
days. Prospective brides and bride- 
grooms—75 per cent of the latter 
Nisei, or American-born Japanese 
~filled consulate waiting rooms to 
capacity and often overflowed into 
the garden. 

The law providing that service 
men and ex-service men can take 
Oriental brides to the United 
States, if they receive Army per- 
mission, stipulated that the cere- 
mony must be registered at the 
consulate either before or within 
a month after the passage of the 
act July 21. 

Additionally, Americans must 
take Japanese wives home not 
later than Dec. 28, 1948, to take 
advantage of the provisions of the 
act.

._ TRUMAN URGES. U.S. 
NOT TO QUARREL ON 
ENTRY OF REFUGEES 


Says All Are Descendants of 
Foreign Born—Calls for 
Admission of 400,000. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (AP)— 
President Truman said yesterday 
that United States citizens should 
not quarrel over plans to admit 
war refugees to this country be- 
cause he said all Amertcans are 
descendants of the foreign-born. 
His comment was in reply to 
a press conference question of 
whether the Administration has 


plans for a new approach to bring- 
ing into this country a share of 
Europe’s approximately 350,000 
displaced persons. 

The President’ said there are no 


plans for a different approach, in- 


dicating he will continue to press 
for passage of a measure intro- 
duced by Representative Stratton 
(Rep.), Illinois, calling for admis- 
sion of 400,000 war refugees over 
a four-year period. 

This measure was pigeonholed 
by a House Judiciary subcommit- 
tee at the last session of Congress, 
but several congressional groups 
plan to look into the problem be- 
fore the lawmakers reconvene.. 

Truman said he still is trying to 
solve the problem, terming it one 
in which he is very much inter- 
ested.

WITH PROGRESS IN 
TALKS ON LOAN 


Mission’ Chief Expresses 


Hope of Winding Up 


Discussions in U. S. in 
24 Hours. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (AP)—- 
Sir Wilfrid Eady, chief of the 
British financial mission here, to- 
day expressed hope of winding up 
current British-American  eco- 
nomic talks within 24 hours and 
said he is satisfied with the prog- 
ress thus far made. 

He talked with newsmen fol- 
lowing a one-hour conference with 
Undersecretary of State Robert 
„Lovett. He said he and Lovett 
reviewed the British economic 
crisis and his discussions with 
American Treasury and State De- 
partment officials which had led 
to rationing of Britain's dwin- 
dling supply of dollars. 

In response to questions, he said 
that the British-American talks 
have not gone into the questions 
of reducing Britain’s occupation 
costs in Germany. The United 
States and Britain share 50-50 the 
costs of their occupation zone. 
Eady told the reporters he has 
talked with representatives of the 
American motion picture industry 
about their differences with the 
British Government over the im- 
position of a 75 per cent tax on 
their earnings in Britain. 

Eady declined to disclose his 
remaining objectives, but said he 
is anxious to complete them soon 
and return home. He said he 
hoped to leave by Sunday. Even 
so, he added, the discussions on 
Britain’s financial situation will 
go on, presumably on a technical 
level, 

The conferees were reported to 
be looking for a formula to slow 
withdrawals by other countries 
from Britain’s dwindling dollar re- 
serve. 

Canada and Argentina, both hey | 
British sources of raw materials, 
were reported unofficially to be 
* the leading nations which 
cause “run” on the Bank of 
England. 

British delegates steadfastly re- 
fused to, disclose exactly how 
much each country had with- 
drawn, saying they did not want 
to point an accusing finger at 
anyone. 

British records, however, indi- 
cate how serious the “scramble” 
for dollars has become during re- 
cent weeks, From a rate of $60,- 


000,000 weekly, payments jumped | 


to $237,000,000 during the six days 


just before the conference opened. 


In an effort to halt this drain, 
the United States has permitted 
Britain to discard temporarily a 
clause in the loan agreement 
which required it to swap dollars 
for pounds earned in every-day 


trading. 
The American Govergment 


agreed to this drastic step after 
repeated British withdrawals dur- 
ing the last 14 months had re- 
duced the British loan from 
$3,750,000,000 to $400,000,000 by the 
end of this month. 

(In Ottawa, Dr. W. Clifford 
Clark, Canada’s deputy Minister 
of Finance, said “There is not a 
word of truth” in the report that 
Canada was one of the countries 


contributing heavily to the “run” 
on Britain's dollar resources. 


(Any conversion of sterling by 


Canada, he said, has been wholly 
within the terms of an agreement 
between Canada and Britain.

Racing continued at Rocking- 
ham, where about 1200 horses are 
stableu, but owners were barred 
from shipping their steeds to non- 
infected areas. No meeting was 
being held at Suffolk, but thor- 
oughbreds stabled there had been 
transported daily to the New 
Hampshire track before yester- 
day’s quarantine order.

Love, Ozarks Style 
From what we could hear above the squeals and bleats of 
the bobby-soxers who jammed LOEW’S STATE THEATER on 
opening day yesterday to see Van Johnson in person, “THE 
ROMANCE OF ROSY RIDGE” was quite an appealing movie. 
The screen play and direction have pre- 
served much of the pastoral charm and poetic 
touches of the slim MacKinlay Kantor novel 
about Civil War reconstruction days in the 
Ozarks of Southwest Missouri. The tale is of 
N \ natreds left over from the war, intensified by 
barn-burnings by hooded night-riders, and 
how former Yankee soldier Henry Carson 


brought old neighbors together and married the daughter of the 


old unreconstructed reb, Gill MacBean. It is told with a home- 
spun dignity and fidelity to detail that make it absorbing. We 
felt, however, that tacking on an addition about a brother killed 
in the war was superfluous, and in the nature of an anticlimax. 


Mr. Johnson turns in a quietly effective performance as 
Henry, though if he had done it in a soot suit and gnashing 
his teeth he still would have brought shrieks of approbation 
from his little girl friends in the audience. Van sings four 
plaintive ballads composed for the movie. Thomas Mitchell 
and Selena Royle pull some dramatic weights as Gill MacBean 
and his wife. Henry's sweetheart is played by a newcomer in 
her first picture, Janet Leigh. Shed has a simplicity and shy 
ethereal quality that make her a refreshing contrast to the 
usual Hollywood babe. 

Although they don’t quite get the pronunciation of the 
Ozark dialect, they make a pretty fair stab at it.

THAT WORD “RECIPROCATE” 


READER in engineering asks 
Aber “reciprocate” came 

into general speech from the 
lan e of mechanics, where 
“reciprocating motion“ indicates 
motion alternately backward and 
forward or up and down. There 


is also the technical “reciprocat-. 


ing engine,” (describing certain 
techniques of pigton in relation 
to the cylinder) M contrast to the 
so-called “rotary engine.” 

The derivation of “reciprocate” 
is from the Latin reciprocare, 
meaning “to go back, to return,” 
which would seem to be the source 
of the term’s many uses describ- 
ing alternate action. While ‘re- 
ciprocate” serves more than one 
purpose in the field of mechanics, 


it cannot be said that this is a 


primary meaning, and such use as 
“reciprocating for a gitt” a sec- 
ondary one. However, it is not 
surprising that the word should 
be thought of as primarily an 
engineering term, for as far back 
as 1656 Hobbes, in his “Elemen- 
tary Philosophy,” so used it: 


“Such motion is the reciprocation 


of pressure, sometimes one way, 
sometimes the other.” 

The use of the term in mechan- 
ics is. not its only technical one. 
It serves no less importantly in 
the parlance of mathematics 
where there is the “reciprocal 
figures,” also “reciprocal propor- 
tion,” and “reciprocal quantities,” 
as well as “reciprocal ratio” and 
“reciprocal terms.” In the study 
of grammar too, there is the 
“reciprocal (or reflexive) pro- 
noun,”

this word sometimes describes in 
the science of engineering is the 
reciprocal force in human rela-

Veteran Holds. Successful Workshop 
At His Summer Home in Pennsylvania 
With 600 Music Educators Attending— 
He Looks Forward to Large Festivals

NYONE who has ever listened to the American radio to any 

‘extent knows that Fred Waring’s Glee Club, a part of his musi- 

cal organization, has a style distinctly it own. 

Indeed, this was true even before Waring put his band on the 
alr. Who that ever heard them during college days or shortly there- 
after can forget the “Singing Pennsylvanians” arrangement of Fred’s 


theme song, “Sleep”? 
“Sleep, sleep, sleep, 
How I love to sleep. 
At the close of day...” 


Many professional groups and 
some amateur organizations have 
tried in times past to imitate 
Fred's style, without marked suc- 
cess, 

Now the veteran director has 
made it easier for them—at least 
He has just 
concluded the most ambitious proj- 
ect of his long career in his Music 
Workshop at Shawnee-on-Dela- 
Pa., his summer home, 
where more than 600 music edu- 
cators representing all 48 states, 
Canada, Hawaii and China regis- 
tered for intensive one-week ses- 
sions with Waring and his staff. 


For many years Waring has 
been encouraging and helping mu- 


sie teachers by pointing broad- 


casts in the direction of schools, 
holding choral clinics, and publish- 
ing arrangements especially use- 
ful for school and college singing 
groups, This summer, Waring was 
able to open his organization as a 
workshop and realize the begin- 
ning of one of his fondest dreams 
a school for choral directors. 


To make the rkshop possible, 
Waring spent $90,000 purchasing 
and remodeling buildings adjoin- 
ing his beautiful Shawnee Inn and 
Country Club, located in the heart 


of the Pennsylvania Poconos. Mu- 
sic educators were housed at his- 
torically-old Fort Nichols DuPuy 
and Binnekill Lodge and attended 
rehearsals and broadcasts at 
Wothington Hall, a tiny summer 
theater rented by Waring for his 
daily network broadcasts. 
Waring moved his entire organ- 
ization from New York City to 
Shawnee for the summer months 
-——a move involving approximately 
100 people—and provided free 
housing and eating facilities for 
his Pennsylvanians. The Nation- 


al Broadcasting Co. installed spe- 


cial lines to carry the program 
from Shawnee to the network and 
equipped Worthington Hall with 
the technical aids necessary for 
broadcasting a musical show as 
large as the Fred Waring show. 
R * * 
T sunday evening and spent an 
extremely busy week studying 
and observing professional re- 
hearsal, production, and broad- 
casting techniques. There were 
eight of these one-week sessions, 
attended by approximately 75 
educators a week, Many of the 
educators came from music schools 
of distinction and some were 
directors of school and college 
choral groups. Most of them had 


studied Waring's pamphlets on 
choral techniques and used his ar-

rangements in their daily class- 
room work; the Music Workshop 
gave them an opportunity to study 
at the source of the ideas. 

Before a broadcast in the morn- 
ing, the teacher-students were 
given copies of the music sung by 
the Pennsylvanians on the pro- 
gram. The educators watched 
Waring’s group rehearse for the 
morning show while interesting or 
unusual techniques were brought 
to their attention by Don Craig 
and Lara Hoggard, young Waring 
assistant conductors, During the 
broadcast, educators. sat in the 
engineer's booth (a balcony con- 
verted for broadcasting) and ob- 


Craig and Lara Hoggard and were 
taught the fundamental principles 
of Waring’s choral techniques. 
These include tone syllables, 
rhythmic -vitalit}, and choral tone 
or sincerity of voice, Waring be- 
lieves that making words under- 
standable is as important as sing- 
ing notes correctly, In the meth; 
od of enunciation he has devel- 
oped, the group @ngs every com- 
ponent sound in every word in a 
carefully defined unison. He calls 
each of these individual sounds a 
tone-syllable and the use of thig 
technique is partly responsible 
for the smooth perfection of War- 
ing’s glee club. 

Educators had a concentrated 
session with Lara Hoggard in 
sight reading, musicilansh?fp and 
choral blend and they studied ar- 
ranging techniques with Waring 
arrangers Harry Simeone and 
Livingston Gearhart. 

Every evening, Fred conducted 
them in songs they had rehearsed 
during the day. His desire for 
perfection has become his tratie- 
mark and he was as ambitious 
with the educators as he is with 
his own Pennsylvanians. Every 
one of the educators took home 
with him a new regard for re- 
hearsal and direction and new 
techniques to get the desired re- 
sults. 

The idea for the Music Work- 
shop grew out of two previous 
meetings between Fred Waring 
and music educators, At Christ- 
mas time in 1945, Fred invited 75 
choral directors to New York City 
during the holidays. They called 
it an “open house” and the choral

This informal 
and unplanned meeting was 
known as the “Clinic.” Fred hired 
a ballroom in the Hotel Astor and,

fternoon, 
D two meetings wrote Fred that 
their experience not only 
roused their enthusiasm but pro- 
vided inspiration and specific 
techniques for use with their own 
groups. It was then that Waring 
decided to open his organization 
to as many members of the music 
education profession as possible. 
Waring believes in performing 
the finest music which an au- 
dience of several million Ameri- 
cans can understand and enjoy. 
The enthusiasm and drive which 
he constantly devotes to his own 
work is a source of inspiration to 
music teachers who are faced 
with the similar problem of inter- 
esting a large proportion of the 
people. At present, 1500 music 
educators in this country, South 
Ar@erica and Canadia are using 
Waring choral arrangements in 
their professional work and next 
year Waring arrangements are 
being translated into Chinese for 
use by choruses in China. 
Waring is successfully bridging 
the gap between professional per- 
formers and music educators and 
is deliberately using the medium 
of radio for educational benefits, 
He hopes that some day Shawnee- 
on-Delaware will be the mecca for 
choral music in America, where 
great choral festivals will be held 
not only for those who teach music 
but also for people who get simple 
enjoyment from singing.

N CASE no one has called your

Steel windows must be kept well 
painted or rust will get them and 
this is bad. Remove the loose 
paint, sand off the rust, wipe the 
metal with benzine, apply a metal 
primer and then follow up with 
exterior paint. 


Keep all the moving parts of 
the sash such as hinges and looks 
lubricated. 


The seam between the 4 
frame and the outside wall of the 
house must be well caulked or 
moisture will get into the wall. 
Fill the seam up with oakum and 
cover this on the outside with 
caulking compound,

and shut just because they are
